There are those who, out of lack 
of information, have tried to say 
the United Nations is Godless be- 
cause it does not open its sessions 
with prayer. This would be, of 
course, an impossibility. 

The Hindus, Bhuddists and Mos- 
lems all engage in their own form 
of prayer, though we would not 
recognize it as such. The Rus- 
sians recognize no god or prayer. 
The little room, tastefully deco- 
rated and productive of medita- 
tion, is largely used. Most of 
those who go to it are tourists 
and Christians. 

“A lot of people who come,” 
said an attendant, “are fathers 
and mothers who lost sons in the 
two great world wars. They come 
here and pray for them and that 
the world will be spared another.” 

Many of the U.N. staff who have 
contemplative religions, such as 


Bhuddism, make use of the room. 
So far as is known, no Russians 
have ever been in it, even out of 
curosity. 


Tremendous Thing 


I thought of Woodrow Wilson. 
And of what a tremendous thing | 
the United Nations is, for all its | 
weakness. After the first week | 
there was a feeling of hope and 
cptimism. It could not be said to 
be based on any concrete achieve- 
ment. But, sitting there, the feel- 
ing persisted that the very fact 
of 81 nations coming together and 
talking represented a great ad- 
vance by man. Had there been 
no such forum, there would long 
ago have been war. 


There are many new, small 
nations. Their devotion to, and 
hopes for the U.N. are inspiring. 
What has happened is that the 
U.N. has become a very real mor- 
al force. It has not stopped war. It | 
may not prevent the one now) 
brewing in the Middle East. But | 
it has made war more immoral 
than ever before in the long, 
bloody history of the world. 


This week the session is almost 
sure to vote on some sort of 
resolution which will send Dag 
Hammarskjold, its secretary gen- 
eral, to the Middle East. What 
can the U.N. do along the lines 
suggested by him and adopted 
by the United States as presented 
in the President’s speech? It will 
be difficult. All he may be able 
to do is to bring back suggestions 
to the regular session of the As- 
sembly in September. 


Positive Aspects 


It will be his job to try and 
focus attention on the positive 
aspects of the Middle East. In the 
meantime, there will be quarrels, 
old disputes, and something will 
happen to Jordan. The threat of 
war will not disappear. It will 
remain in all the weary months 
and years ahead. 

Sitting there in the quiet room, 
one could understand that there 
now goes on a great shift in his- 
tery. We can peer into the future 
gnd see all sorts of possibilities of 
regional associations for economic 
benefits. 


Great Britain, with much of her 
empire trained and assisted to 
become sovereign nations, earns 
much of her national income from 
oil. In time, one can be sure, the 
Arab nations, or one Arab nation, 
will nationalize that oil. The West 
will be able to buy it, but there 
will not be the great profit which 
is now derived from it. 

And what of the Arabs and 
their great dream of restoring 
their ancient glories and cultural 
standards?

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (P—America’s first moon rocket exploded high in 


The fiery failure of the giant 
Air Force rocket — longest ever 
launched by the United States— 
meant that another lunar probe 
by the free world probably will 
not be attempted before Sept. 14, 
when the moon again approaches 
within 222,000 miles of the earth. 


Reportedly, this was not man’s 
first effort to hurl a satellite into 
orbit around the moon. Russia is 
believed to have failed recently in 
a similar try. 

After a spectacular launching, 
the 88-foot-long rocket blew apart 
with a huge puff of white smoke 
and orange flame at 50,000 feet 
altitude. Hundreds of spectators 
watched from a beach outside the 
missile test center. 


SHORT TRIP 


Thus, the flight that was to have 
taken two and one-half days to the 
moon ended abruptly only a litile 
more than a minute after the fir- 
ing. 

Air Force spokesmen had 
warned that the odds were at least 
10-1 against success of this first 
attempt to put a camera-equipped 
satellite into a lunar orbit. 

They were disappointed, howev- 
er, by the quick failure of the 52- 
ton rocket.

“With each successive report,

Salam said. “On the strength of 
their own evidence and conclu- 
sions it would seem, much as we 


have been cleared off.”’ 

Faisal, speaking to newsmen, 
indicated strongly that his oil-rich 
desert kingdom had returned to 
the good graces of Nasser. 


Faisal said there would be no 
communique. But he added his 
talks with Nasser covered “‘all 
conceivable aspects’ and were 
“aimed at safeguarding the inter- 
ests of the Arab nations generally 
and the two countries particular- 
ly.” 

Relations between Nasser and 
Saudi Arabia were at the breaking 
point last March before King Saud 
relinquished control over the na- 
tion's foreign, domestic and eco- 
nomic policies.

Since then, Faisal has been rul- 
er in all but name and his current 
visit to Cairo was expected to 
bring one of the richest Middle 
East countries closer to Nasser. 

Faisal, whose country has close 
contacts with the United States, 
was asked what Saudi Arabia 
thought about the use of U. S. 
and British troops in Lebanon and 
Jordan. He replied: 


“Our stand against foreign inter- 
vention is well known. We are 
opposed to aggression anywhere. 
These forces must withdraw from 
Lebanon and Jordan and they in- 
evitably will be withdrawn.”

Panel Raps 
Toothpaste 
Advertising 


Group Says FTC 
Failing in Job 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A House 
committee said Sunday the Feder- 
al Trade Commission has fallen 
down on the job of halting false 
advertising of toothpaste. 


The committee said the federal 
policing agency also has complete- 
ly ignored the serious problem of 
deceptive advertising of tranquil- 
izer drugs. 

The Government Operations 
Committee gave its views in twin 
reports based on hearings by a 
subcommittee headed by Rep. 
John A. Blatnik (D-Minn), 


SCIENTIFIC PROOF 


The congressmen said the FTC 
should ask toothpaste makers to 
submit scientific proof of their ad- 
vertised claims, as the agency is 
now requiring of cigarette makers. 
They called on the FTC to initiate 
promptly conferences with indus- 
try aimed at drawing up fair ad- 
vertising codes for toothpastes and 
tranquilizers. 


The committee said 25 million 
dollars was spent in 1957 to adver- 
tise the 12 biggest toothpaste 
brands. But the American Dental 
Assn., it said, finds much of the 
advertising actually discourages 
proper tooth care. 


It quoted testimony that three 
main advertising themes — that 
such-and-such a toothpaste stops 
tooth decay, wipes out bad breath 
or needs to be used only once a 
day—are untrue and lull people 
into a false sense of security. 


NO MERITS 


Dr. Harry Lyons, dean of the 
dentistry school at ‘the Medical 
College of Virginia, said no merits 
for toothpaste have been scientifi- 
cally established except as an aid 
to the toothbrush in cleaning teeth. 

Dentists generally regard the 
toothbrush—not the toothpaste—as 
the more important tool for mouth 
cleanliness, he said. 

Tranquilizers, sometimes nick- 
named happiness pills, are a won- 
der drug whose use has soared in 
recent years. They can be sold 
only by a doctor’s prescription. 
Therefore the advertising is di- 
rected to doctors. 

The Congressmen said doctors, 
though well trained, may be too 
busy and unsophisticated to resist 
alluring claims of misleading tran- 
quilizer ads. 


U.S. Study 
To Aid India 
5-Year Plans

Bill Seeks FBI Powers 
In Dixie Bomb Probes 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Reps. Emanuel Celler (D- 
N.Y.) and Kenneth B. Keating (R-N.Y.) opened a bi- 


partisian campaign Sunday 


to give the FBI authority 


to intervene in such cases as the bombings of churches, 
schools and synagogues in the South. 


Celler, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, and Keating, 
its top Republican member, said 
they would introduce a bill Mon- 
day which would give the FBI the 
same kind of ‘‘coordinate responsi- 
bility” it holds in some other 
types of criminal cases. 

The congressmen said In a joint 
statement that there have been 47 
bombings or attempted bombings 
of homes, churches, synagogues, 
schools and community centers 
since 1947. In only one case, they 
said, were local police able to ar- 
rest those responsible. 


FEDERAL CRIME 


They added that a similarity in 
the bombings indicated that they 


mite used to bomb schools, 
churches and similar public build- 
ings was transported in interstate 
commerce,”’ they said. 

The congressmen said the bill 
would not divest local officials of 
their primary responsibility. It 
would merely give federal authori- 
ties jurisdiction to investigate and 
prosecute cases in which inter- 


state facilities were used to trans- 
port the explosives, they said. 


U.S. Marines 
Join British 
In Singapore 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Navy 
Sunday revealed stepped up prep- 
arations to help any friendly na- 
tion in the India Ocean area that 
might be shaken by a backlash 
from the Middle East crisis. 

U.S. ships and Marines have put 
into Singapore, the big British 
naval base at the eastern ap- 
proaches to the Indian Ocean, and 
Navy officials said they will re- 
main in that area for the time 
being. 

The officials said also that the 
Navy is spurring efforts started 
months ago to arrange for storage 
depots at strategically located 
ports on the Indian Ocean. 

They hope to build up fuel and 
other supplies in the South Asia- 
Near East area for the use of any 
U.S. naval forces that might be 
operating there. 

The officials said this search for 
conveniently located supply points 
had led to rumors that the Navy 
planned to establish full-fledged 
fleet in the Indian Ocean. One 
high official told a reporter ‘‘There 
is no Navy plan to create an In- 
dian Ocean fleet.” 

The force that has reached 
Singapore is an amphibious squad- 
ron of four ships with Marines 
embarked.

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A Victory Is Won 
In Battle for Ballot 


Urban areas fighting for fairer rep- 
resentation in the Minnesota State Legis- 
lature have scored an impressive triumph 
in a ruling handed down by a trium- 
virate of federal judges. The verdict 
amounts to an ultimatum to the State 
Legislature to reapportion Minnesota's 
voting districts to bring them more in 
line with population changes within the 
state. 

This problem of reapportionment is 
something Minnesota and Georgia have in 
common with other states where legisla- 
tors refuse to recognize the voting rights 
of citizens in heavily populated counties 
who pay the lion’s share of state taxes. 

The Minnesota decision came after a 
group of taxpayers filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Saint Paul some 18 months 
ago. They charged that they, as voters in 
under-represented voting districts, were 
denied their rights under the equal pro- 
tection clause of the 14th Amendment to 
the Constitution. 

District Judge Edward J. Devitt cited 
an earlier opinion of a three-judge court 
in Hawaii which said in 1956: 

“The time has come and the Supreme 
Court has marked the way when serious 
consideration should be given to a re- 
versal of the traditional reluctance of 
judicial intervention in legislative reap- 
portionment. 

“The whole thrust of today’s legal 
climate is to end unconstitutional dis- 
crimination. It is ludicrous to preclude 
judicial relief when a mainspring of rep- 
resentative government is impaired.” 

Let the rabid opponents to modifica- 
tion of the unit system here in Georgia 
mark these words well. 

That the county unit system is unfair 
and grossly discriminatory cannot be dis- 
puted. With the passage of time and the 
shifts of population from rural to urban 
centers. it has grown into an intolerable 
superstructure of inequities that must 
either topple of its own rotten weight cr 
else be given a shove by the government. 

The politicians who mouth pious 
phrases about states’ rights are the very 
ones who force taxpayers in under-rep- 
resented areas of Georgia to turn to 
Washington for relief from the injustices 
of this oppressive system. 

Taxation without representation and 
a constant dilution of the value of a citi- 
zen’s vote are two things that will not be 
stomached forever in a democracy such 
as ours.

Needed Action Planned 
By State Sheriffs Assn. 


Members of the Georgia Sheriffs 
Assn., convening in Albany, set their 
sights on working out ways to alleviate 
two pressing problems confronting them 
and in which all citizens of this state 
have a stake. 

One is juvenile delinquency, a sub- 
ject to which the law enforcement offi- 
cers devoted considerable time and 
thought. Conceivably a program will be 
worked out, possibly patterned along the 
lines of the Chatham County junior 
deputy movement, to promote respect for 
law and order among youngsters. 

The other has to do with treatment 
of the mentally ill. “We sheriffs have 
neither the facilities nor the personnel 
to care for mentally deranged people 
and it makes us heartsick to have to 
hold these people in jail when they have 
committed no crime,” explained associ- 
ation president Jewell L. Futch of 
Lowndes County. Legislation will be 
sought to correct the situation. 

It is encouraging to see the sheriffs 
of Georgia planning courses of action on 
both problems. Such endeavors. are 
needed and are worthy of support.

Truck Safety Patrol 
Is Commendable Step 


Organization of a statewide safety pa- 
trol through efforts of the Georgia Motor 
Trucking Association is an experiment 
well worth watching. A minimum of 100 
cars are conducting surprise road patrols 
at least one night each week out of 11 
key cities on major truck routes in the 
state. 

The cars are being manned by execu- 
tives and employes of Georgia truck op- 
erators and suppliers, who will write ob- 
servation reports on all trucks spotted. 
Copies of the reports will go to the home 
office of the company operating the truck. 

Reports will cover violations of safe- 
driving practices such as unsafe speed, 
following too close, unsafe passing, ob- 
structing traffic, failing to keep right, im- 
proper turns, improper parking, riders, 


tires, etc.

The state’s system of 
checking trucks for weight leaves much 
to be desired. 

At any rate, these efforts by the 
trucking industry are in its own as well 
as in the public’s good. 


Congress Fails To Do 
Duty on Labor Laws 


Legislation designed to protect the 
rank-and-file membership of labor 
unions from corrupt leadership is bogged 
down in a House committee as Congress 
enters the homestretch toward adjourn- 
ment. 

Chances of its passage are indeed 
slim although a last-ditch effort is shap- 
ing up to force a roll-call vote on the 
House floor. 

Evidence brought out at Senate rack- 
ets committee hearings clearly pointed 
to the dire need of laws to safeguard 
union pension and welfare funds and to 
break the iron grip, once and for ell, 
held by the hoodlum element over some 
major unions such as the Teamsters. 

The AFL-CIO has tried to clean house 
but .its efforts have fallen considerably 
short of the mark. Its ultimate weapon, 
suspension of a member union, is not 
powerful enough medicine. 

James Hoffa will continue to reign 
as head of the Teamsters. As _ ex- 
pected, he has failed to rid his empire 
of the unsavory characters whose con- 
temptible acts have brought and are 
bringing disrepute to unionism on all 
fronts. 

Congress’ prolonged fiddling and fail- 
ure to do something to curb abuses mir- 
rored before their eyes is indefensible.

Soviet Education Is 
‘Deadly Serious’ Matter 


Further proof of the progress of edu- 
cation in the Soviet Union is contained in 
the report by eight leading American edu- 
cators who recently completed a two- 
week study of higher learning within 
Russia. It is eye-opening and shows a 
pattern of dedication to study which this 
country cannot afford to ignore. 

Dr. Edward H. Litchfield, chancellor 
of the University of Pittsburg and chair- 
man of the group, said they found a uni- 
versal belief in the value of higher edu- 
cation. In addition, the Soviets are willing 
to pay the very high costs that are in- 
volved in money, in plant and in effort. 

Of even more significance, however, 
is the evaluation of this effort. Educa- 
tion in Russia is considered a means of 
serving the state with relatively little im- 
portance .attached to individual growth. 
Liberal education as such apparently does 
not exist. 

But even so, the Soviet Union offers 
many inducements to higher education. It 
offers many scholarships and teaching 
and research personnel are highly paid 
and greatly respected. It has enabled the 
country to make tremendous strides in 
technology and industry. 

Russian emphasis on education, even 
though designed to serve the interests of 
the state, has transformed a nation which 
was about 90 per cent illiterate into one 
of almost universal literacy. 

It needs to be pointed out over and 
over in this country that the cost of edu- 
cation has become part of the over-all 
cost of survival. While no one would ad- 
vocate the type of educational philosophy 
of the Russians, certainly this country 
can and must provide the type of school

Atlantan Urges Motorists To Gear Speed 
According to Density of Traffic on Road 


Atlanta — Something can be 
done about highway tragedy. 
More emphasis can be placed 
upon “Speed Geared to Traffic,” 
on maintaining a speed and a dis- 
tance which would enable a car 
to come to a complete stop with- 
out swerving or crashing into the 
car ahead — regardless of the 
authorized speed limit. 


Are potential drivers drilled in 
gauging distance or fined for fail- 
ure to observe same? 


Many accidents can be attribut- 
ed to the erratic speed of heavy 
trucks. They crawl uphill, then 
race downhill, speeding past the 
cars which passed them on the 
upgrade. They switch from right 
to left lane and force others to 
do likewise. They block vision. 
Where traffic is heavy and grades 
are steep, they should stay in the 
right-hand lane. 

Too little consideration is given 
to the rights or lives of others 
and in many instances to self- 
preservation. 

Traffic lights and flashing neon 
lights are often confusing and 
should be better controlled. 


A roadside advertisement at- 
tracts the eye and distracts the 
attention of the passing, speed- 
ing motorist. To one advertise- 
ment strategically placed or to 
numerous advertisements many 
an accident might well be at- 
tributed. They should be removed 
or drastically restricted. It has 
been stated that only three words 
can be read in safety by a driver 
from a car in motion. 

Crossing the center island 
should be classed with drunken 
driving.

KINGSTON, Ont. (AP) — Pris- 
oners at nearby Collins Bay Peni- 
tentiary rioted during a recreation 
period Sunday and set fire to five 
prison buildings. 

Guards used handguns, rifles 
and shotguns to bring the riot un- 
der control.

WASHINGTON—K uw ait and | 
Aden are the next targets of the 
United Arab Republic's drive for 
Arab unity, according to special- 
ists on Arab affairs here. 


Still in full cry against the exist- | 
ing governments o banon and 
Jordan, Cairo’s Voice of the Arabs 
radio station, by far the most pow- 
erful in the Middle East, is de- 
voting more and more attention 
to the two British-protected terri- 
tories on the flanks of Saudi 
Arabia. 


Their British connections make 
these territories particularly vul- 
nerable to the U. A. R.’s nation- 
alist appeals. But in the case of 
Kuwait, broadcasts have been rel- 
atively restrained since Sheikh 
Abdullah Salim As-Sabah called 
on President Nasser in Damascus 
on July 20. 


NOTHING SPECIFIC 


Nothing specific has resulted 
from this meeting. But students 
of Arab affairs here believe Nas- 
ser in hoping the sheik will him- 
self take steps towards loosening 
his ties with Britain and shifting 
some of his wealth from London to 
Cairo. He is believed to have ac- 
cumulated more than $750,000,000 
worth of British government 
bonds and will earn about $350,- 
000,000 this year. If he follows past 
practice he will put about $150,- 
000,000 of this into so-called ‘‘Brit- 
ish consols.”’ 


But no such restraint character- 
izes Cairo’s broadcasts to the Brit- 
ish Aden protectorate, which it 
generally calls ‘occupied Yemen’”’ 
and a “‘device of British imperial- 
ism.” It denies the sincerity of 
British efforts to mold the coastal 
sheikhdoms and sultanates into a 
federation. 


HARD CORE 


The particular danger in the 
U. A. R.’s campaign against these 
territories is that it clashes direct- 
ly with the hard core of British 
interest in the Middle East. Ku- 
wait is the source of the greater 
part of the oil consumed in the 
United Kingdom and is London’s 
largest single source of new cap- 
ital. The British base at Aden 
dominates the Red Sea and the 
northeastern coast of Africa and 
is the point of departure for Royal 
Air Force planes and British 
troops which intervene from time 
to time in the lives of the Persian 
Gulf sheikhdoms.

: Obviously Floyd Patterson's world 
heavyweight throne is an important 
goal. But it is not the most important. 

“The only reason I'd like to win it 
is to keep from getting whipped,” Roy 
commented thoughtfully, putting a 
basic family drive on public display. 

The Harris clan, man and boy, 
has been fighting. and winning since 
grandpappy John Wesley Harris rode 
in from Oklahoma in 1913. ‘‘Cussin’ ”’ 
Harris they called him for his color- 
fully embroidered prose. 

‘“‘He never talked ordinary-like 
hardly a-tall,””, remembers one old- 
timer. ‘“‘He jes’ cussed. But nobody 
ever had to ast him twice’t what 
he meant.” 

Cussin’ could be counted upon to 
match his words with action, and so 
could the 16 children he sired, especial- 
ly Jack, now 61; Bob, now 51; and Henry, Roy’s father, now 48. 

Big Henry, so they say, used to be the “best fist, knee, knife, 
club and heel fighter’ in the Big Thicket, picturesque title for the 
environs of Cut 'N’ Shoot.

He licked Ed Dunnaway, Southern heavyweight champion, a 
couple of times in the ’20s. But Big Henry and the other Harrises 
reserved their most glorious fighting moments for depression days, 
when a major oil strike occurred in the area. 

There ensued some colossal skull bustings between the Cut 'N’ 
Shooters and the ‘‘furriners’’ and Big Henry was bashing craniums 
with the best of ’em. It took the Texas Rangers to cool the feud. 


And even now, not far from 50, Roy’s pa would have been 
tough enough to play tackle for Bear Bryant at Texas A&M. 


“There’s just one man alive I’m frank to confess I’m not sure 
I could whip,’’ Roy said recently. “‘That’s my dad, Big Henry 
Harris. He’s 6-2'2, weighs about 240 and he’s still rough’n a stucco 
bathtub.” 

Big Henry reportedly wants Patterson beaten so badly that he 
has warned Roy, ‘“‘Whup him or I'll whup you.” However, the elder 
Harris smilingly denies this allegation. 

Anyway, Roy is mighty keen on winning, and so far profession- 
ally he is unbeaten, having won 22 straight fights. 

All were in Texas, so the California scuffle will be sort of an 
unveiling, putting Roy’s talents, large or small, before the eyes 
of the nation. 

Harris, now 25, has been fighting since he was six, when older 
brother Tobe swapped some ducks for boxing gloves and decided he 
needed a sparring partner. But, as mentioned, fighting is no novelty 
in Cut ’N’ Shoot, where they say if you stand around long enough 
you'll get cut, and if you try to run you're liable to get shot. 

Nevertheless, black-haired, glittery-eyed Roy is a strange com- 
bination of Li’l Abner, college graduate, army officer, backwoods 
schoolteacher and prize fighter.

The ordinary bee sting is more 
annoying than serious except in 
persons who are allergic to the 
venom; deaths have been reported

after serious reactions. Fortunate- 
ly, incidents of this nature are 
rare. Beekeepers often develop 
immunity after repeated stings so 
that local reactions are minimal; 
there is no discomfort, swelling, 
or pain. But to maintain immun- 
ity, they must receive fresh stings 
from time to time. 

Bee stings are followed by a red, 
swollen hive that burns and itches. 
It usually disappears within 24 
hours. Multiple bites by a swarm 
of bees cause nausea, diarrhea, 
and a feeling of faintness. 

Scratching and squeezing the 
area drive more venom from the 
embedded poison sac into the tis- 
tues. This stinger is an accident 
of nature. In other insects it would 
be an ovipositor, an organ used 
'to deposit eggs. But the ordinary 
female bee does not lay eggs and, 
to compensate, it must have 
turned into a stinger. 

The sting should be cleaned with 
soap and water followed by the 
application of a soothing lotion or 
an antihistaminic cream. Remove 
the stinger with tweezers or the 
fingers, if it can be found. If dif- 
ficulty in breathing occurs shortly 
after a bee sting, obtain medical 
care immediately as this symptom 
may indicate allergy to the ven- 
om. A grave reaction may take 
place unless cortisone or adrenal- 
in is available.

You wonder as you drive through the tranquil. countryside 
what it must be like with a man who has shot down an old man 
he never saw before and fled into the soft Georgia night. Rocky 
Rothschild said A. D. Allen Jr., told him to wait in an old road 
across from the Charles Drake home and he would pick him up, 
If he couldn’t wait there, he said, he was to leave his handkerchief. 
in the road and follow the power lines to a place where an old 
house had burned and only a lone chimney stood sentinel In some 
weeds. 


Rothschild said when he left the house where an elderly man 
tay dying and his terrified wife screamed in fear and in grief, he 
noticed three things—three peaceful commonplace things. Lights 
were on at the ball park where a high school game was in prog- 
ress, a dog barked. And the power lines stood out like dark rib- 
bons against the sky. 

He followed the power lines to the old chimney, he said, and 
presently Allen picked him up. Within a matter of minutes he 
had changed bis clothes, as Allen drove, slipping out of the ‘‘work- 
ing” gear of coveralls, soft-soled shoes, cap and stocking mask 
and disposed of them in bushes along the roadside. Then, he said, 
Allen took him to a spot in the woods where there was a big, flat 
rock and told him to wait there and he would return and conduct 
him to safety. 

“What did you think about as you waited there on that rock 
in the woods?” I asked Rothschild. 


He and his wife sat across the table from me in the Jackson 
County jail, eating a lunch of ham and biscuits and cream gravy. 
He paused in serving himself some gravy and said, “I tell you 
what you think about. You think about your whole life and how 
you came to be where you are—waiting in the woods, wondering 
if you’d killed a man.” 


“They say a drowning man reviews his whole life in the last 
seconds before he dies and I guess I reviewed mine.” 

He picked up his fork and after a moment he smiled. “That 
was part of the time,” he said. ‘‘The rest of the time I was 
wondering if A. D. would come back at all and if he didn’t how 
I would get out of there.’’ 

Rothschild is an odd mixture of a practical criminal complain- 
ing because a robbery was botched by poor planning and inade- 
quate staff and a chastened, conscience-stricken man who wants 
to change. 


“You have to have two people on any robbery where there’s 
more than one person to watch,” he explained earnestly to a photog-. 
rapher. “If I’d had help, somebody to watch Mrs. Drake, I wouldn’t 
have lost that second it took Mr. Drake to get his gun. But when 
he shot at me... well, you know what they say about self-preserva- 
tion being the first law of nature?’’ 


In the next breath he speaks just as earnestly of the kind of 
life he hopes to lead when he becomes eligible for a parole 20-odd 
years from now. Since he's been in jail he’s written a poem which 
begins: ~ 
, “Yes, my freedom is gone for a long, long time. 

But at last now I have peace of mind.” 

When you drive through the beautiful country with its brilliant 
colors muted by the twilight, it’s hard to imagine murder and vio- 
lence and a strange stormy young man lying on a rock listening 
to crickets, looking at the stars and thinking of the strange, twisted 
turn his life has taken.

Is Hard 
On Sleep 


Big city dwellers, in New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta, Los An- 
geles or any of the others, on 
the average get less restful 
sleep than their country cousins. 
This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that Atlantans, for instance, 
stay up later than the folks in 
East Cupcake. 

It’s simply that the pace of 
big town living is so much fast- 
er, the tensions so much great- 
er, and the noise so much more 
intense, that it is harder to woo 
sleep in the concrete jungle than 
it is under the elms. 

Work, worry, and excessive 
weariness—these can be the 
foes of sleep. Where else are 
they more prevalent than in big 
cities? 

There are two requirements 
for rest. The first is relaxation: 
the second, a comfortable bed. 
You cannot expect to function 
all day at top speed and maxi- 
mum tension, pop into bed, and 
drift off quickly into deep slum- 
ber. It takes a while for mind 


. and muscle to unwind. If it has 


been a hard day, use the last 
hour of it for quiet bedtime 
preparation. Empty your mind, 
take a warm bath, read, relax 
. . . then go to sleep. 

And see to it that your bed 
is comfortable; that the mat- 
tress is wide enough, long 
enough, free of lumps and 
bumps, and that the linens are 
fresh and tightly drawn. 
Dozens of sleep-aids are on the 
market from snoozing pills to 
special pillows, from bald-head 
warmers to electric socks. None 
of them can take the place of 
a relaxed mind and comfortable 
bedding, in the big town or in 
the country.

Using such scare tactics, unconscionable hucksters are fleecing

Atlantans of “thousands: a ‘éelare ‘qnnually” in a vicious new 
scheme involving the sale of steel cookware. 

Moreover, the racket—which preys mostly upon ill-informed, 
lower-income families who can least afford being taken in—is still 
flourishing ‘‘unmolested,” according to Better Business Bureau of 
Atlanta, Inc. 


“ONE OF WORST” 

“We had at least 100 cases brought to our attention last year,” 
said bureau Manager James W. Stephens. ‘“‘It’s one of the hottest 
current fraud schemes.”’ 

Stephens emphasized ‘There's absolutely nothing wrong with 
either aluminum or steel cookware. It just happens that steel is 
being pushed and aluminum knocked by the current bunch of 
swindlers.” 

The scheme works this way: 

A door-to-door salesman calls on a housewife offering a set of 
stainless steel cookware for some $300, or ‘‘whatever he thinks the 
traffic will bear.’ He slyly determines that the woman is using 
aluminum cookware, as many do, and expresses mock horror that 
the woman doesn’t know that aluminum ‘‘will cause cancer.” 


“CANCER BY CARLOADS” 

Having thus piqued the housewife’s curiosity, the salesman pro- 
ceeds to demonstrate his point—sometimes even at specially ar- 
ranged neighborhood ‘‘cookware parties’’ at which the fraud is 
more easily compounded. 

The salesman selects an aluminum vessel from the housewife’s

‘Steel’ Magazine Says 


CLEVELAND (#—The magazine “Steel” said Sun- 


kitchen and puts some water on to boil. Meanwhile, his running 
spiel alerts his audience to the ‘‘facts’’ that prominent doctors (‘in 
one instance, two were cited—one nonexistent; the other, a naturo- 
path) have condemned aluminum cookware. 

Moreover, the salesman adds that “last year the Mayo Clinic 
cut out two carloads of cancers from people who used aluminum | 
utensils.”’ 

He usually avoids saying that the victims got cancer as a. 
result of using such cookware. His statement, as far as it goes, 
is true. Millions do use aluminum pots and pans. Many of them 
do contract cancer. 


PROMOTES FEAR 


When the water boils, the salesman squeezes lemon juice into ft. 
As a result of a harmless chemical reaction, he is able to smudge-up 
from the emptied pot a little blackness on the end of his finger. 

“Look what you've been feeding your family!” he exclaims to 
the housewives, by now as transfixed as a dime-store yo-yo ex- 
pert’s audience. 

This is the cue for the deal-closings. 

Usually thoroughly alarmed, the women lose no time in sign- 
ing up for 
worth, according to BBB, ‘‘probably $40 or $50 a set.” 

At this point the scheme becomes even more heinous. 

Since finance companies ordinarily won't buy ‘‘paper’’ covering 
such insubstantials as cookware, the salesman includes items of the 
housewife’s furniture or appliances in the contract. 

At least two victims, according to BBB, claim this was done 
without their knowledge. 


TRADE-IN SCHEME 


Sometimes the housewife, ‘‘as a favor,” is invited to turn in her 
perfectly good aluminum cookware as a down payment. “I'll take it 
and throw it away,” the salesman assures her. What actually is 
done with such utensils isn't known, BBB reports. 

The whole scheme is based on “‘absolutely false” medical claims, 
Stephens said. Although much is yet to be learned about cancer, the 
official said his statement ‘‘can be substantiated by both the U‘S. 
Department of Health and the American Medical Assn.” 

But Atlantans are still being taken in by this scheme. As noted, 
it is going on ‘‘virtually unmolested” as a result of an ill-informed

No Threat

MIAMI (UPI) — Hurricane 
Cleo, packing winds up to 115 
miles per hour, continued to 
threaten ships at sea Sunday, but 
the danger to the U.S. mainland 
was over.

With the first ‘‘experimental” 
transaction along these lines near- 
ing completion through the barter 
of about 1,500,000 barrels of oil 
for cocoa, the Soviet Union pro- 
posed another larger one next 
year. In direct contact by cable 
and airmail with Petrobras, 
Brazil’s state oil monopoly, 
“Sojusneftexport” (Soviet Oil Ex- 
port) announced its willingness to 
accept also coffee and castor oil 
in payment for petroleum. 

The Soviet agency said, how- 
ever, its preference is for cocoa.
